She , 
was born September 28, 19l5j In New York City and her Waehlngtbh, 
D.C. residence was given as 1935 Blltmore Street, NW, Under 
previous experience, ETHEL ROSENBERG noted she had been employed 
by the NYA School for Workers In New York City from September, 
1938 to March, 1939, and also by the Wadlelgh Hat Company at 
West 38th Street, New York City, dates not given. These records 
reflected further that ETHEL ROSENBERG had noted. among her per- 
sonnel papers that the person to be notified In case of emer- 
gency Involving herself was MILTON MAMS(frlend) , 1935 BUtnore 
Street, NW. It was observed that In these records she had used , 
her mialden name of ETHEL GREENGLASS when corresponding with the 
Uensus Bureau during the month of April, 1940 with regard to 
her obtaining a position with that agency. This same correspon- 
dehco reflected her address at the time to be 64 Sheriff Street, 
In New York City. Subsequent to her resignation on November 1,. 
1940, the Census Bureau, according to these records, received a 
request for verification of ETHEL ROSENBERG’S employment from the 
Division of Placement and Unemployment Insurance, New York State 
Employment Service, New York City. 

The service record for the subject at the United States 
Clyll Service Commission reflected the following Information

MANES was also mentioned in St. Louis 
teletype to the Director June 19, 1950, as being a chemist 
residing at c/o Box 4273, Duke Station, Durham, North Carolina, 
whose name appeared as a character reference for the subject in 
the latter's Army civilian personnel record. -Jhe Indices of 
the Washington Field Office reflect that MILT Oil MANES, aka MILTON 
i^AIWS. employed in 1942 as a general chemist for the Food and 
Drlig "Administration, Federal Security Agency, was investigated 
under the terms and provisions of the Hatch Act. The basis for 
this investigation was that MILTON MANNS of 1935 Biltmore Street, 
NW, Washington, D.C., had been confidentlaUTyreported to be 
listed on the indices of the American Peace Mobilization known 
as thfe American People's Mobilization since the German invasion 
of Russia in the summer of 1941. Persons interviewed during 
the course of this investigation stated :that MANES was not affili- 
ated with any organizations and has never expressed sympathies 
with the Communist Party nor does he advocate the overthrow of 
the r ."ted States Government to the best of their knowledge. 

Howf /er, confidential Informants advised that MANES is a liberal 
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and Interested in labor movements. MAIIES In a sworn statement, .. 
which he refused to sign, declared that he was not a member of 
the American Peace Mobilization but that he attended one meeting 
and contributed, less than one dollar to the organization.
